Sun Tan Preparations Declared To Give Very Little Protection

Thousands of Americans are on 
the verge of a love affair in 
which they're certain to get 
burned. 


They don't have to get burned 


by the object of their affection, 
the sun. But arrayed against 
their hopes of making it through 
the summer without pain are 


sun tan preparations which offer 
no 
protection; 
sunburn 


remedies 
whose 
curative 


powers are disputed; 
drugs, 


soaps and cosmetics which can 
make sun bathers 
super- 


sensitive, 
and 
their own 


ignorance. 


Americans spend more than 


$50 million a year looking for the 
right 
suntan 
preparation, 


Red Bluff 


although an official of the Food 
and Drug Administration says, 
"There's nothing that will 
prevent a sunburn except 
staying out of the sun." 


The 
American 
Medical 


Association won't go that far. It 
cautions moderations in ex- 
posure to the sun and says, 
•'Properly applied suntan lotion 
can be helpful in preventing a 


burn and promoting a tan if you 
use one suited to your needs." 


That's the problem. 
"The selection of one brand of 


suntan preparation over an 
other is virtually a hit-and-miss 
procedure," said the AMA's 
Committee on Cosmetics. 


The odds favor missing. An 


AMA survey of 10 stores turned 
up 56 different creams, lotions 


and oils, of which 32 listed no 
sunscreening agent to protect 
against sunburn. 


Claims made in the label on a 


suntan preparation are a 
buyer's most important clue in 
lotion hunting. 


Under federal law, if the label 


says a product prevents sun- 
burn, the product is considered a 
drug. The label must list its 


active ingredients, which must 
include the chemicals called 
sunscreens. If a product's label 
says only that it promotes 
tanning, it is classified a 
cosmetic and is not required to 
list ingredient or protect against 
the sun. 


How widely the effectiveness 


of products that claim to prevent 
sunburn can vary was indicated

by a study in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 


The study showed that three 


experimental formulas, which 
have since been marketed, 
filtered out as much as 80 per 
cent of the sun's burning rays. 
The more popular products in 
the same line provided alO per 
cent protection, with several 


others offering even less. 


The makers of tanning but- 


ters, mineral oils and baby oils 
promise help toward a deep, 
dark tan. But the AMA warns 
against 
overconfidence 
in 


products without sunscreens 
and notes that baby and mineral 
oils in particular "will not 
promote tanning or prevent 
burning." 
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Grim Fiscal Plight Pushes 
State Tax Reform Back

-SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


state's grim fiscal plight pushed 
tax reform into the background 
today as Senate budget com- 
mittee members moved toward 
a final vote on a record $7.2 
billion spending document. 


That's about $465 million 


bigger than when Republican 
Gov. Reagan sent the budget to 
the legislature in February, 
Finance Department officials 
estimated. 


With state income falling off, 


that means the legislature would 
have to boost taxes by $500 
million or more to pay for such a 


budget. 


Chairman Randolph Collier of 


the Senate Finance Committee 
scheduled 
a final budget- 


screening hearing today, aiming 
for a final vote by the Democrat- 
dominated committee before the 
day was out. 


Sen. George Moscone, D-San 


Francisco, left a potential $515 
million in his $1 billion-plus tax 
reform program — unveiled 
Wednesday — for possible 
budget-balancing use. 


Reagan's own $1 billion 


program was unveiled the same 
day 
by 
Sen. 
Robert 
J. 


Lagomarsino 
of Ojai 
and 


Assemblyman 
William 
T. 


Bagley of San Rafael, both 
Republicans. 


Both 
sides 
expressed 


willingness to compromise, but 
Lagomarsino said one non- 
negotiable item is using tax 
reform to balance the budget. 


"It shouldn't be used as a 


gimmick 
to 
balance 
the 


budget," Lagomarsino said. 


Reagan insists that tax reform 


programs balance out in a 
"wash," in the parlance of 
legislative fiscal experts. That 
means it doesn't raise any funds 
that aren't given back in some 
form of tax relief. 


Report Urges Troop Withdrawal 
Because Of G.I. Heroin Addiction 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 


congressional report says so 
many American soldiers in 
Vietnam are being hooked on 
heroin that President Nixon 
should withdraw all U. S. troops 
unless the drug traffic is halted. 


The report, prepared for the 


House Foreign 
Affairs Com- 


mittee, says many high-ranking 
Laotian, Thai and Vietnamese 
officials have a major hand in 
illegal drug sales to GIs. In some 
cases, it says, U. S. planes and 
diplomatic pouches are used to 
ferry opium and heroin into 
Saigon. 


The reports recommends the 


President 
"take 
report 


recommends 
the President 


"take personal command of the 
struggle to eliminate the illegal 
international traffic in nar- 
cotics, particularly heroin, and 


commit the full resources of the 
country to that battle." 


If these efforts fail, the study 


said, "The only solution is to 
withdraw American servicemen 
from Southeast Asia." 


An earlier report from the 


House Armed Services Com- 
mittee also described corruption 
in the drug trade among South 
Vietnamese 
officials, 
but 


stopped short of indicating how 
heroin gets into Vietnam. 


"In Laos, government armed 


forces are major wholesalers of 
opium and heroin and have been 
directly involved in large-scale 
smuggling activity," the new 
study says. "Reliable sources 
report that at least two high- 
ranking 
Laotian 
officials, 


military and governmental, 
including the chief of the 
Laotian general staff, are 


deeply involved in smuggling 
activity." 


Most of the opium from which 


heroin is produced is grown in 
Burma and processed to Laos or 
Thailand. 


"In Thailand," 
the report 


said, " a former diplomat and 
member of one of the most 
respected Thai families is 
reputed to be one of the key 
figures in the opium, morphine 
base, and heroin operations in 
that country and throughout 
Southeast Asia." 


To get the drugs into Vietnam, 


Steele's report said, South 
Vietnamese and Laotian Air 
Force planes are frequently 
used. 


A lesser amount is smuggled 


in on Air America, a Central 
Intelligence 
Agency-financed 


airline in Southeast Asia.

Vallejo Corona was a labor 
recruiter in the Corning area 
when a body was found near 
Woodson Bridge on Jan. l, 1970, 
Sheriff Lyle Williams revealed 
today. 


He has sent Lt. Robert Hill to 


Sutter County for conferences 
with senior police officers in- 


vestigating the discovery of 12 
bodies in the past few days. 


Williams said the man found 


here had been battered about 
the head in a similar fashion to 
the most recent victims. 


The dead man, described as a 


middle-aged Mexican, was 
never identified. 


Tehama County's only un- 


solved murder case of recent 
years remained open until this 
break, and Williams said he'll 
probably order diggings where 
the man was discovered in an 
attempt 
to produce more 


evidence.

The company

financial trouble when employes 
were given the opportunity to 
purchase "royalities." The 
royalities, similar to stock, 
allegedly guaranteed the pur- 
chaser one cent on each pair of 
decoys sold. 


One nf the employes is said to 


have purchased $2,500 worth of 


royalities with a check which 
was not honored by his bank. 


When the employe's check 


bounced, the company's payroll 
checks did too. 


Even with the influx of funds 


to cover the payroll checks, the 
firm's financial woes are far 
from over.

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School Bonds Mer/f Approve/ 


Next Tuesday, June 1, voters in the Red Bluff Union School 


District will vote on a proposal to issue $1,600,000 in bonds for school 
construction, principally to replace classroom space being lost by 
closing of Lincoln Street School. It's a proposal that merits a "yes" 
vote. 


It was found, and has been known to the public since 1969, that 


Lincoln Street School does not meet the state required standards of 
the Field Act, and that it would have to be either rebuilt or 
replaced. The school board decided on May 17 of last year, after a 
public hearing, to sell the Lincoln Street School to the county and 
build at other sites. At least as early as last Sept. 15 the board began 
discussion of Vista School site on South Jackson Street as the place 
for the major part of the building. Purchase of additional land there 
was discussed with the city council on Oct. 20. 


In other words, the plans have not been hastily arrived at. They 


have been discussed in open meeting month after month by the 
school board, and the discussion has been reported month after 
month on Page 1 of the Daily News. 


Faced with the necessity of replacing Lincoln Street School and 


providing for immediate future needs, the community plainly has 
no alternative to providing additional class room. The plan it is 
proposed to finance with the bonds to be voted upon Tuesday is the 
one which has been decided upon after months of study — and with 
the tacit approval of the public. There seems no logical reason now 
to change plans. 


On Feb. 17, the Daily News printed a Page 1 story with large 


headline announcing that Gene Penne had been chosen bond 
chairman and would head efforts to acquaint the public with the 
proposed building program. Subsequently 
the Daily News 


published a series of articles outlining the proposals. Everyone who 
takes interest in the community's schools must know the plans 
quite thoroughly by now. There has been no objections voiced at 
any of the board meetings. In the light of those facts, confident 
approval of the bonds seems justified. 


It is estimated that the proposed $1,600,000 bond issue will raise 


the present bond redemption tax from 25 cents on each $100 of 
assessed valuation to 50 cents for the next seven years. After that it 
would gradually drop to five cents in the 25th and last year. As an 
illustration of what the additional 25 cents would add to the yearly 
tax, the bond committee points out that it would raise the tax on a 
$20,000 house assessed at 25 per cent of market value $12.50 a year. 
That, of course, is not a negligible sum. But neither is it a for- 
midable sum. And every indication is that it will cost more to build 
later than now. Building costs have been rising at the rate of about 
8.8 per cent each year.

There could be other ways of financing new school building A 


building fund could be accumulated, taxes could be increased 
sharply to provide cash, or both methods could be combined. But it 
is rather late to use those methods now. Bonds seem the only 
feasible way to meet the present urgent need.

WASHINGTON — America 


the beautiful, sadly is becoming 
America the blighted. 


Our air, once fresh, is 


becoming poisoned. The air 
tides pick up exhaust fumes, 
factory smoke and other foul 
substances. As evidence that we 
breathe the emissions 
from 


faraway factories, furnaces and 
tailpipes, scientists have traced 
radioactive fallout twice around 
the globe. When the air hangs 
heavy over our great cities, it 
can get so acrid that it acts like 
eye-stinging tear gas. 


Our streams, once sparkling, 


are becoming polluted. Many 
rivers and lakes are now open 
cesspools. The sewage dumped 
into our water, being rich in 
nutrients, stimulates the growth 
of algae. As the algae decom- 
poses, it uses up oxygen and 
suffocates the fish. Other 
streams are clogged with in- 
dustrial waste, oil spills and 
agriculture runoff. Ohio's oily 
Cuyahoga River actually caught 
fire in July, 1969, and firemen 
had to put out the river. 


Even our rain, once pure, is 


becoming contaminated. The 
raindrops often form around 
chemical particles in the air, 
giving our cities an acid bath. 
Jet planes, meanwhile, have 
spewed so much vapor into the 
atmosphere 
that 
some 


meteorologists believe it has 
increased the earth's cloud 
cover. This may be raising the 
world's rainfall and reducing 
the sunlight. Since the sun is the 
source of life, it could be harm- 
ful to lower the solar energy 
reaching the earth. 


THREAT TO MAN 


Increasingly, our lungs are 


filling with noxious tumes, our 
drinking water is flavored with 
chemicals, our bodies are ac- 
cumulating harmful poisons. 
Modern man, for example, has 
up to 100 times more lead in his 
bones than did primitive man. 


The crisis is becoming so 


critical that we have decided to 
join the crusade for an en- 
vironmental clean-up. We have 
found a small college in a 
natural wonderland within easy 
access of the great population 
centers of the east: Kirkland 
Hall College near Easton on 
Maryland's eastern shore. 


The trustees have agreed to 


transform Kirkland Hall, under 
our direction, into a College of 
Ecology. We hope to offer the fi- 
nest instruction available about 
man and his environment. Many 
of the classes will be held in the 
open where nature can be 
studied first hand. Instead of the 
conventional sports, 
students 


will be taught outdoor survival, 
boat handling and horse riding. 


The college will also open a 


research center that will in- 
vestigate pollution, name the 
polluters and crusade for 
reforms. Our hope is that it will 
play a major role in alerting 
America 
and goading 
the 


government into doing more to 
clean up the environment. 


We invite our 45 million 


readers, as their part in 
preserving the fresh air and 
water they have always taken 
for granted, to fight pollution in 
their home communities and to 
support our College of Ecology.

relationship with President 
Sadat; 
the Arabs call it 


"mukhlis" (sincere). 


Rogers' reception was so 


cordial in Cairo that some 
diplomats fear the Arabs might 
expect more from him than he 
will be able to deliver. This 
could leave Sadat out on a limb, 
they fsar, and set back Egyp- 
tian-American relations more 
than ever. 


But the State Department's 


man in Cairo, Don Bergus, 
disagrees with this assessment. 
"We've been talking cold turkey 
lately," he told Spear. "They 
know exactly where we stand 
and what we're trying to do."

Intellectuals Protest Humiliation Of Poet

Sixty American and European 


intellectuals, among whom the 
most conspicious are Jean-Paul 
Sartre, Susan Sontag, and 
Alberto Moravia, have sternly 
protested the humiliation of the 
poet Heberto Padilla by Fidel 
Castro. Indeed their remon- 
stration is so firm that a French 
expert on Latin America, M. 
Marcel Niedergang, comments 
in Le Monde that — in the 
paraphrase of the New York 
Times — "the letter marked the 
effective break of European, 
United 
States 
and 
Latin 


American intellectuals with the 
Cuban regime that they en- 
thusiastically supported in the 
nmteen sixties." 


Herberto Padilla is a youngish 


poet who elected to stay in Cuba 
after Castro took power. His 
mother, his father, his brother, 
and his sister, took off, and 
settled down in various parts of 
the United States, where they 
have not been tortured once, so 
far as the record shows Mr. 
Padilla, a gifted poet, began to 
give expression to his reser- 
vations about Castro's Cuba, 
and in due course he was 
detained. Thirty-eight days 
later, a "confession" was issued 
over his signature, in which the 
poet described himself as

About the time they first 


began uttering those words in 
behalf of Castro, a small 
magazine in New York, hearing 
that a Cuban journalist, Ernesto 
de la Fe, was about to be 
executed by Castro, sent a 
young reporter down to in- 
terview him. A cable to Castro's 
office elicited a reply, of which 
the following are excerpts. The 
date was May 4, 1959: 


"Dr. Castro already answered 


your 
ambigious 
question 


. . . He said de la Fe was the 
Paul 
Goebbels 
of 
Cuba 


. . . Ernesto was a paid in- 
former, a crime which carries 
the death penalty in war 
. . . Since de la Fe is a Fascist 
and a traitor, can he be anti- 
Communist? I think not. rie uses 
that banner to cover up his own 


crimes. There is very little 
difference between any Fascist 
and any Communist. A skunk by 
any 
other 
name 
would 


still. . . Your defense of Er- 
nesto de la Fe puts you in quite a 
spot. Since you are defending a 
Fascist and a traitor people will 
wonder whether you actually 
hate Communism or merely use 
that 
banner 
for 
ulterior 


motives." (Signed) Dr. Juan A. 
Orta, Director General. 


It isn't known whether Er- 


nesto de la Fe is alive or dead. 
Dr. Orta, presumably, has long 
since been shot, imprisoned, or 
liberated, for the sin of equating 
Facism with Communism. But 
the rhetoric, away back in May 
of 1959 when Castro was af- 
fecting to be non-Communist, 
was revealing enough for junior 
clerks to get the message. But 
not for Nobel prize winners to 
get the message. One would 
think that in tribute to the future 
Padillas who will be seduced by 
the political advice of such as 
Sartre, Sontag and Moravia, 
that they would, as an act of 
contrition for having helped 
Castro entrench himself in 
power, publicly renounce any 
future role as political advisors 
to a world so substantially 
tyrannized by their political 
stupidity.

There were at the time only 12 


million 
or

shareholders in the United 
States, although that figure had 
grown rapidly from less than 6 
million in the early '50s. But 
shareholders were still a class, 
privileged by wealth 


The scene changed by the year 


as more and more Americans 
built up savings "People's 
Capitalism" was being sold like 
patent medicine. "Own a share 
of American industry " It was 
the route to vigorous financial 
health. 


The oldtimers were quite 


willing to see the new capitalists 
attracted to their way of life 


because it meant higher prices 
for their shares. Everyone 
should be a shareholder, they 
said magnanimously. 


Business boomed, and so did 


stocks. And many Americans 
did indeed make it to a new 
platform of living standards, not 
by using the old, tested route up 
the ladder, but by vaulting there 
on 
glamour 
stocks 
that 


quadrupled. 


By the middle of the decade 


the number of shareholders was 
up to 20 million and headed to 30 
million before the 60s were over. 


Brokers 
manipulated. 


Utilities polluted. International 
firms sold to countries which 
were 
hardly 
inspired 
by 


democratic values. Domestic 
companies discriminated in 
hiring. Munitions firms killed. 
Technology trampled human 
values. 


Many 
annual 
meetings 


became 
chaotic 
affairs, 


picketed by youth, turned from 
their original purposes by 
d e m o n s t r a t o r s . 
Small 


shareholders seized the floor 
and demanded reforms. Officers 
were 
insulted, and 
older 


shareholders were horrified by 
the indignities. 


The immediate reaction of 


officers and directors was to use 
their strength. Microphones 
were turned off while irate 
shareholders 
badgered 


management. Evictions were 
common. Guards patrolled the

Dear Mrs. W.: The test is 


known as a "caloric test" and 
has nothing to do with "calo- 
ries." This probably explains 
your confusion. 


As part of a general neuro- 


logical or otological (ear) ex- 
amination, a caloric study is 
done to learn about the condi- 
tion of the hearing and the 
equilibrium mechanism in the 
inner 'ear. 


A small amount of ice cold 


water is placed in the outer 
ear canal; within seconds a 
sense of dizziness comes over 
the patient. This lasts 
for 


about 30 seconds, and then 
disappears. 


Along with the dizziness, 


there is a falling sensation and 
rapid eye movement. These 
reactions are important to the 
doctor's interpretation of the 
patient's condition. 


The test can also be per- 


formed in a rotating chair. 
Other methods are now avail- 
able for the highly intricate 
study of the mechanism of 
balance.

Formal Murder Charges Made 
Against Contractor In Slayings 


Lockheed Aircraft 
Reports A Deficit '

YUBA CITY (AP) — A farm 


labor contractor is charged 
formally in a mass murder case 
that has yielded the hacked 
bodies of 12 men found buried in 
Northern California peach or- 
chards. 


A search continued today for 


more possible victims of the 
assailant who hacked each of the 
12 in the back of the head with a 
machete or a large, heavy knife. 


Juan V. Corona, 37, a migrant 


labor recruiter for 15 years in 
Yuba City's peach and prune 
growing region, was held in 
isojation in the 
three-cell 


women's section of the small 
Sutler County jail. 


Corona was taken before 


Justice Court Judge J. J. 
Hankins Wednesday for a brief, 
closed hearing on 10 counts of 
murder filed by Dist. Atty. G. 
Dave Teja. Two more bodies 
were found after those papers 
were drawn. 


Roy J. Van de Heuvel, Sutler 


County public defender named 
as Corona's counsel, asked that 
newsmen and photographers be 
barred from the hearing." 


Before the hearing, Sheriff 


Roy D. Whiteaker declared: 


"We're certain he committed 


the murders." 


But he said he knew of no 


motive — "none at all, none that 
we can discover." 


"All of the murder victims 


have the same type of wounds in 
the back of the head," the sheriff 
said. "I would rule out an axe as 


the murder weapon. 


"It could have been either a 


machete or a heavy knife." 


Most of the victims also have 


been stabbed in the chest arid 
some were cut on the face, he 
said. 


Corona was arrested shortly 


after 4 a.m. Wednesday at his 
three-year-old $22,000 home in 
the new Richland Road sub- 
division in Yuba City after of- 
ficers had dug nine victims from 
sandy orchard graves three to 
five feet deep. 


The sheriff and his deputies 


refused to say what evidence"" 
pointed to the husky 5-foot-ll 
Mexican-American known to his 
Anglo neighbors as a very quiet 
man with little command of 
English. 


The 
first 
grave 
was 


discovered last Thursday in the 
orchard of Goro Kagehiro five 
miles north of Yuba City, a fruit 
growing center 135 miles nor- 
theast of San Francisco on the 
Feather River. 


Kagehiro called -sheriff's 


officers after noting that a hole 
two feet deep and six feet long he 
observed in the morning had 
been filled by afternoon. 


The body of Kenneth Edward 


Whitacre, 40, of Alameda, was 
dug up there. 


The next body was found 


Tuesday afternoon after a 
tractor driver noticed a mound 
on the 500-acre Jack Sullivan 
peach and prune ranch on the 
Feather River's west bank. 


A systematic search un- 


covered four more graves in a 
cluster three-quarters of a mile 
away. Two more were found a 
half mile in the opposite 
direction along the river's bank. 


One grave contained two 


corpses. The others were buried 
individually. 


Suspicious looking mounds 


about two miles from the river 
yielded three more corpses 
Wednesday afternoon. All but 
the first body were buried on the 
Sullivan ranch, where Corona 
bossed a farm labor camp 
during Jiarvest seasons. 


Sheriff Whiteaker said the 


oldest grave was about two 
months old and covered by 
grass. The most recent was less 
than 48 hours old, he said. 


Whiteaker said four victims 


had been identified by Wed- 
nesday night.

Friday.

mand, Maj. Richard Gardner 
said he did not know how many 
of the 30 were included ana how 
many were not.

wounded in the three attacks, all 
of which were made on U.S.

Most of 
the casualties occurred at a base 
called Charlie 2, just below the

director, did not dispute an 
estimate that these gifts are 
worth in the neighborhood of $3 
million.

board, Ray and several teachers 
that there might be a way to 
satisfy the parents by finding 


space for the anticipated five 
kindergarten students expected 
to attend the Vina facility next 
fall. 


Ray's proposals call for a non- 


graded class composed of sixth, 
seventh and eighth 
grade 


students at Los Molinos. 


The Los Molmos-Tehama 


schools principal said he feels 
students gain a great deal more 
with ungraded classes. 


His proposal calls for half a 


day devoted to reading, math, 
science and language, where 
students are placed according to 
their ability rather than grade.

Father Serra Saint 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP)

Carefully skirting the church- 
state issue, the California 
Legislature has found a way to 
ask Pope Paul VI to declare 
Father Jumpero Serra the 
patron saint of California. 


The resolution won final ap- 


proval in the Senate 29-1 late 
Wednesday with the only no vote 
coming from Sen. Nicholas C. 
Petris, D-Oakland, of Greek 
descent. 


The measure was sponsored 


by Sen. Jack Schrade, San Diego 
Republican. The 
two-page 


resolution orders "that the 
secretary of the Senate transmit 
a suitably prepared copy of this 
resolution to Pope Paul VI." 


Senate 
Secretary 
Darryl 


White said he didn't think the 
Senate ever had asked the 
Vatican to do anything before. 


The legislature constantly 


adopts 
resolutions 
asking 


Congress and the President to do 
this or that, usually to no avail. 


The Schrade proposal started 


out earlier this year as a simple 
request to the Pope asking him 
to canonize Father Serra, the 


Franciscan friar from Majorca 
who founded the first of the 
Spanish missions in California 
beginning in 1769. 


But in the assembly, some 


lawmakers felt that was too 
direct an approach, possibly 
risking a violation of the 
traditional separation of church 
and state. 


They rewrote the request this 


way: 


"The 
members 
of 
the 


California Legislature take 
notice of Padre Junipero Serra's 
great and inspired contributions 
to the history and culture of 
California and, should His 
Holiness Pope Paul VI see fit to 
canonize Padre Junipero Serra, 
the members of the legislature 
further declare that they would 
welcome the naming of Padre 
Junipero Serra as the official 
patron saint of California " 


The resolution notes that 


Father Serra founded nine of the 
21 California missions along El 
Camino Real and is recognized 
by authorities as "the founder of 
civilization in California."
